Phil Wright at 150. Most of the dead 
lived in the Mexican section of the 
city. 


Property losses have already mount- 


ed beyond the $10,000,000 mark. 


Forty two identified dead -were In 


the Improvised morgues, as a result 
of searching which is being continued 
among the shattered houses and plies' 
of wreckage. 


Around the edges of the flood area, 


pressing as close as the "dead line" 
will permit, thousand of people wait- 
ed for news of missing relatives and 
of lost possessions. 


Under military order, a "dead line" 


.was established around the flooded 
area shortly before noon today. Sol- 
dlera and police then began to drive 
all persons out of the area.

ANKERS are a unit in uttering repeated warnings to the 


public to beware the lure of glittering promises held out to 


unsuspecting investors in the form of worthless stocks. As an 
instance of the unselfish solicitude of the banking fraternity in 
this regard, we reproduce the following extract from a letter 
received the other day from a local banker: 


"I do not know of any service you could render that would be 


more beneficial than to emphasize thru the editorial columns of your 


, 
paper the Importance of Investigating carefully before making an In- 
vestment. The number of people In this county who have been per- 
suaded to Invest In stocks many of which are of doubtful value, thru 
this period when industrial and trade conditions are extremely un- 
settled, is astounding.

"Hardly a day goes by that bankers do not transfer someone's 


Liberty Loan Bonds to stock agents which they take at par, and for 
which they guarantee a return of 10 percent, or more' on the invest- 
ment. 
In the first place there is a loss of 12 percent, on the bonds, 


and a commission to agents of not less than 15 percent., leaving about 
73 percent, on the dollar to the concern whose stock Is being sold. 


, 
Now for any company to undertake to guarantee 10 percent, or more 
[ 
under the present trade conditions Is ridiculous on the face of It.

"There Is common propaganda being advanced by the stock sales- 


men that bankers in general oppose stock purchases because it takes 
the money out of the banks. 
I think their advice is against India- 


, 
criminate stock purchases, but not for this reason. 
I am sure the 
! 
advice generally given by bankers Is for an investment that pays a 


f~" reasonable rate, that Insures both principal and interest. 
Personally 


I do not think there is anything that equals the Liberty Loan Bond 
at the present market price. 


•'The stock salesmen argue that It Is a very* slow way to make 
' 
money, but he must admit however, It Insures the Investor against 


, 
the loss of either interest or principal." 


We suggest to every man and woman who reads this article 
and who has a hundred dollars to invest, to read and read again 
the above letter. To attribute to the writer of it any selfish mo- 
tive such as he says the banks are accused of, is ridiculous. He 
is known to practically every citizen of Coshocton-co and the 
sane advice he offers can be accepted at a 100 percent valua- 
tion.There are, of course, safe industrial stocks and bonds, but 
the really safe ones are not promising fabulous returns coupled 
with absolute safety. The two are incongruous; and the latter 
rarely, if ever, associates with the former. It may almost be 
accepted as a rule that industrial stocks that pay substantial 
dividends, say in excess of eight percent, are closely held and 
scarcely ever are accessible io the general public. 


On the other hand the ciountry has been overrun for years 
past with unscrupulous salesmen dealing in questionable and 
little known securities. 
There have been purchasers by the 


thousands and in nearly every instance they have been soundly 
stung. It would seem that in time there would be' so many liv- 
ing object lessons of financial folly of this kind that by this time 
the public would be too wary to fall for the specious and un- 
reasonable promises of the salesmen. But the old saying that a 
"sucker is born every minute," apparently holds today as when 
first uttered. Indeed, it sounds so conservative as to be in need 
of revision. It would be more truthful today to say that each 
fleeting minute records the birth of at least two of the species of 
human suckers. 
« 
Rural residents are no more immune from the visitations of 
these unscrupulous salesmen ihan their city cousins. Realizing 
this, the Ohio Farm Bureau now maintains a Bureau of In- 
vestigation, established for the express purpose of protecting its 
members from investments in the wild cat stocks and question- 
able investments that are literally flooding the country. When 
new securities are offered in a rural community its residents may 
now secure authoritative information as to their value and they 
are warned not to contract for these securities until the com- 
panies issuing them have been investigated. Surely, the vendor 
of no substantial security will object to caution as reasonable 
as this. 
In conjunction with this Farm Bureau project are the Bet- 


ter Business organizations of the cities and the state Blue Sky 
department. All, of them are beginning to make strenuous ef- 
fort to combat the insidious propaganda of those companies and 
their irresponsible salesmen \vho are making promises to the 
gullible that they know can never be fulfilled. 
As the banker 


above quoted says, the daily papers can perform no more use- 
ful service than to join in the general warning to the public 
to beware the itinerant salesmen who are offering the people fi- 
nancial returns they will never be able to deliver.
